that the guano which has a ready mar­ 
ket all over the w or id. from one bat 
cave with only 500,000 bats, will se!, 
for $500 a year, and that a good vised 
bat roost with 2,000. GOC* bats will yield 
its owner $2,900 a year. 
The experiments of Dr. Campbell 
will be continued, his idea being to 
have the bats introduced into every 
home ae pets and not things to be ab­ 
horred as they have been in the past.
